The slender, upright tree 
takes little room and produces 
heavily. The fruit is dark green, 


has a small pit and the buttery, 
fiberless, yellow flesh does not dis- 
color readily after being cut. Ripens 
May to August. Has produced well 
wherever planted but likes it best 
within twenty miles or so of the 
coast and in the foothill areas. 
Stands 26°. 


Cole Fuerte. Here is a strain of 
California's most popular Avocado, 
the thin-skinned, high quality green 
Fuerte, which seems to bear every 
year. This heavy bearing strain 
produces fruit with the same 
creamy-yellow, fine flavored flesh

Flavorsome Sub-Tropical Fruits 


Don't let the term 


“‘sub-tropical’’ scare you. 


Most of Southern California 


is in what is horticulturally known as a sub-tropical belt and unless you 
are in a quite cold section you can grow and enjoy on your own grounds 
the delicious sub-tropical fruit delicacies listed below as well as many 
others we had no space to tell you about here. They grow rapidly and 
require no more care than an orange tree or a common shrub. 


Cherimoyas. When you have tasted 
a Cherimoya chilled and cut in 
half, in our opinion you have tasted 
the most delicious of sub-tropical 
fruits. The smooth white flesh has 
the consistency of ice cream. It is 
not difficult to grow these large 
heart shaped green fruit in your 
own yard and the evergreen foli- 
age makes good shade. Cherimoyas 
will stand frost down to 25° and 
require about the same care as an 
orange tree. Our trees are all 
budded, large-fruited, named kinds.

The Australian Nut (Macadamia). 
Imagine a 25 to 30 ft. rounded tree 
with long glossy holly-like ever- 
green foliage.
